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The Lord Bless You 

Read Luke 24:44-53 

“And he lifted up his hands, and 
blessed them, and it came to pass, 
while he blessed them, he parted from 
them, and was carried up into heaven. 
And they worshipped him, and re- 
turned to Jerusalem with great joy.” 

Jesus was blessing his disciples as 
he ascended into heaven. It was with 
his hands outstretched with his pro- 
nouncement of good upon them that 
the disciples had their last view of his 
visible presence. And it was in this 
way they thought of him when he was 
unseen by them. And that is the true 
picture of our ascended Saviour. That 
is the way the Christian should think 
of Him every day. For his hands are 
lifted day and night to bless all those 
who will receive his blessings. 

To become aware of the blessings 
he wants to give, it is necessary that 
we be reminded of what Jesus said 
when he was here on this earth. It 
w'as necessary for those who walked 
with him from day to day to be re¬ 
minded again and again. The sor- 
rows that came to them were all be¬ 
cause they forgot what he had told 
them. We forget more easily than 
they did. We need to be reminded. 
We need to hear and read the gospel 
again and again. Because “faith 
cometh by hearing and hearing by 
the word of God.” Let us fead the gos¬ 
pel more in order that we may be 
more aware of his blessing. 

Besides remembering the word of 
God we also need to understand it to 
realize the greatness of tks blessing 
he bestows. He who spoke the word 
must enlighten us in the true mean- 
ing if the jovous message is to be- 
more really ours. And Jesus seeks to 
do that for each one. We read, “Then 
opened he their minds that they 
might understand the scriptures.” 
Minds opened means minds freed 
from prejudice, open to truth, and 
Spirit guided to understand. 

Not long after the ascension a 
blessed promise was fulfilled. Jesus 
sent the Holy Spirit to the disciples. 
This is the comforter of whom Jesus 
had spoken to them earlier. He com- 
Torts by continuing to open the minds 
of the disciples to understand the 
scriptures. He helps them to see them- 
selves as they really are and then 
helps them to see Jesus as their Savi¬ 
our. He applies the atonement of 
Christ to the lives of individuals. This 
makes for joy and power. 

And as we look at this Saviour with 
His hands outstretched to bless us we 
hear the glorious promise, He is Corn¬ 
ing again. This promise is a daily 
blessing to those who have learned to 
know Jesus. It gives them joy and con- 
fidence to go on in faith while they 
await this glorious event. 

In the meantime the Christian has 
the privilege of telling others of the 
things they have seen and experi- 
enced wdth Jesus. “Ye are witnesses 
of these things.” There are so manv 
who do not know that God’s object 
with man is to bless him. And they 
need to know this. There are so many 
that need to know that there is a 
Saviour from sin. They need to know 
that there is a Saviour at the right 
hand of the Father in heaven who is 
interceding for their salvation. He has 
all power in heaven and earth. And he 
uses all means short of coercion to 
bring men to repentance and faith so 
he can give them the remission of sins 
that he has bought for them with his 
own death and blood. 

Tell others of this Saviour whom to 
know is life eternal. Introduce him to 
those who do not know him. Then 
they, too, may leam of his blessing 
and experience this in their lives.

LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION 

A wooden barracks church contri- 
buted by Lutherans of America has 
been received by the Evangelical 
Lutheran parish of Steinbuhl in Nur- 
emberg as “proof to us of the reality 
of the one holy Christian Church, cre- 
ated by God through His Holy Spirit 
in the midst of this world.” 

In a formal statement sent to the 
Hilfswerk of the Evangelical Church 
of Germany, the parishioners of Stein¬ 
buhl requested that their thanks and 
appreciation for the gift be forwarded 
to the donors in America. 

“The Evangelical Lutheran parish, 
Steinbuhl, Nuremberg, has received 
the emergency church made, and giv¬ 
en by our Lutheran brethren in Amer¬ 
ica,” the statement said. 

“In gratitude to God, we give 
thanks also to our Lutheran brethren, 
who, in this emergency church, have 
given a temporary home to the parish. 
As soon as permission for building is 
given ånd the rubble has been cleared 
away, it will be erected on the north 
side of the former Church of Christ. 
We hope this may be soon. 

“The Steinbuhl parish is mostly 
made up of workmen. The number of 
people before the war amounted to 
26,000; at the occupation in April, 
1945, the number was 800; there are 
now 4,000. Our Church of Christ, 
which had 2,000 seats, and our large 
parish hall, built in 1928, are very 
pleased at having a space for church 
activities, through this emergency 
church. 

“That it is a gift from our Lutheran 
brethren in America is a proof to us 
of the reality of the one holy Christian 
Church, created by God through His 
Holy Spirit in the midst of this world.” 

Maximum use will be made of the 
barracks church by the Steinbuhl 
parish. Three Services for adults and 
a cbildren’s service are held every 
Sunday. Devotions and religious in- 
struction are conducted daily, in ad- 
dition to Bible study, mid-week Ser¬ 
vices, and mid-week devotions. Al- 
most every evening is devoted to 
meetings of various auxiliary groups, 
choir practice, etc. 

Cost of a barracks church is esti- 
mated at about $5,000. A layman of 
the United Lutheran Church has given 
funds for the erection and equipment 
of one of these emergency structures 
as his contribution to Lutheran World 
Action. 

Dr. C. E. Krumbholz, chairman of 
the administration committee of Lu¬ 
theran World Relief, Inc., has been 
named to a seven-man interdenomina- 
tional committee to facilitate the en- 
try of foreign refugees into the United 
States under the provisions of Presi¬ 
dent Truman’s directive of last De- 
cember. 

The committee, appointed by the 
Commission for World Council Serv¬ 
ice, includes representatives of the 
Congregational Christian Churches, 
Methodist Church, Northern Baptist 
Convention, Prebyterian Church in 
the U.S.A., Protestant Episcopal 
Church, and Reformed Church in 
America. 

The National Lutheran Council re- 
cently agreed to loan the Services of 
its Division of Welfare, of which Dr. 
Krumbholz is secretary, to handle de- 
tails connected with the settlement of 
European Lutherans in this country.

AN INTERESTING LETTER FROM 

ONE OF OUR MISSIONARIES 

Pastor G. Morstad of Calgary sends 
us a letter from Miss Lydia Hanson, 
missionary in China. It is a letter to 
her mother and because of the infla- 
tion in China it cost her $150.00 to 
send the letter. She also states that 
when she was under medical care be¬ 
cause of a run-down condition she had 
to follow a prescribed diet. Among 
the food items she mentions, she had 
to pay $8,000.00 for a one-pound tin 
of Klim. The following are extracts 
from her interesting letter: 

“Greetings in Christ! 

“My joy at being in Chunking is 
increasing more and more with the 
lengthening of my stay. The Bible 
classes and Vesper Services at Sa Ping 
Pa University continue to be well 
attended and the students are show- 
ing an increased personal interest in 
seeking and accepting Christ. The 
Police College is an unceasing occa- 
sion of joy to me. I have never found 
teaching the Word of God more spon- 
taneous and easy than when I stand 
before that group of young men. As 
though to fill my cup to overflowing 
this past month I have had the privi¬ 
lege of teaching Bible classes at the 
political institute at South Hot 
Springs . . . 

“The interest of both students and 
authorities in having Christian Bible 
study groups is most encouraging. Ar¬ 
rangement has been made to have the 
classes right on the campus instead of 
in the city one mile away. The home 
of Generalissimo Chiang is opened for 
£he afternoon and evening Bible 
classes, and a room in this lovely 
home is provided for me because I 
have to stay over night. The Christian 
fellowship group that I mentioned 
above is the enthusiastic group behind 
it, but there is also a general interest 
shown by the crowMing of the ‘Coun- 
sel Room’ each time. Last time there 
were fifty in the afternoon and sixty 
at the evening meeting. Keen, alert, 
young people, future leaders in local, 
provincal and national goverment of- 
fices as well as foreign representa¬ 
tives. Pray for these young people! . . 
This month will complete the work 
that I am to do .at Central University 
and the Political Institute . . . There 
has been five and a half months of 
presenting the Saviour to them 
through the study of the Gospel of 
John . . . They are having examina- 
tions now and in a few weeks will go 
to various parts of China to take their 
positions as officers in charge of Alien 
Police. This is a new department sinee 
the repeal of extra-territoriality in 
China, and no longer do the foreign 
powers like Britain, America, France, 
etc., have concessions in which they 
have authority and responsibility for 
law and order . . . These past months, 
mainly in appreciation for the benefit 
of the English that the classes had 
done for the students, the Chancellor 
of the Police Collegte put me on the 
regular faculty and insisted that I 
take the same payment as other 
teachers. Imagine being paid for 
Bible teaching in an institution of this 
sort! You see I had two Bible classes 
and two English conversational 
classes each week and they were all 
put into the regular schedule. They 
treated me royally, sending a sedan 
chair to the boat to meet me and again 
having the chair awaiting me when 
classes were over and so I would not 
have to walk to the ferry. 

“Even with this consideration I was 
unprepared for the farewell party 
they gave the last day I was with 
them. The class room desks were ar- 
ranged in banquet style and as I en- 
tered some sixty young men in uni¬ 
form stood and welcomed me with a 
warm hand-clasp. A square table was

Or, a godless- 
ness to be perpetuated in him and pos- 
terity ? 

Where do you send your boy with 
those hungry pockets? To the dance 
hall or pool room crowd, the actors 
from Hollywood, or the smuttv back- 
lane gangs?

Michelfelder Tells Hoover 
Of Conditions in Reich 

Geneva—Former President Her¬ 
bert Hoover was told here by Dr. S. C. 
Michelfelder, director of the Material 
Aid Division of the World Council of 
Churches, that “Amerieans must not 
be misled on the food situation in 
Europe by casual visitors who may 
splurge on black market food.” 

“The plight of lower income groups 
in Europe is desperate,” Dr. Michel¬ 
felder informed Mr. Hoover. “They 
have barely managed to survive hith- 
erto through the flow of supplies from 
orerseas. If Amercian supplies fail, 
unparalleled disaster is certain.” 

Mr. Hoover, who is visiting the Con- 
tinent to study physical relief needs as 
honorary chairman of the Presidenfs 
Emergency Famine Committee, con- 
ferred at a luncheon with Dr. Michel¬ 
felder, who is European commissioner 
of the American Section of the Luth¬ 
eran World Convention. 

Expressing the conviction that “dis¬ 
aster can be prevented only by reduc- 
ing food consumption voluntarily to 
share with the needy,” Dr. Michelfel¬ 
der declared that American churches 
“must lead in demonstrating their 
willingness to co-operate in the self 
denial of essential foods in order to 
save the starving millions of Europe 
and Asia.”

1945 Bible Camp Sets Record 

(Adapted from Youth Issue of 
Lutheran Herald) 

Reports showed that despite war- 
time travel conditions ninety-two 
camps were held in our Church last 
summer, with a total attendance of 
approximately 15,200 campers. This 
showed an increase from sixty-seven 
camps with a total attendance of ap¬ 
proximately 11,000 campers in 1944. 
In Canada district our eight Luther 
League camps reached well over 1,- 
000 of our young people. Several 
camps were forced to close registra- 
tion early last summer because they 
were filled to capacity. Thus, several 
hundred young people more would 
have attended camps had the facili- 
ties been adequate. 

Several new, beautiful Bible Camp 
sites have been purchased this past 
year and will be added to the many 
excellent camps already owned by 
groups in our church. This will make 
it possible for a larger number to at¬ 
tend camp next year. “God is able to 
do exceeding abundantly above all we 
ask or think.” (Eph. 3:20). 

Members of the committee elected 
by the Board of Directors of the 
Young People’s Luther League voted 
to emphasize the following principles 
to all Bible Camp committees and 
workers for the coming year: 

(1) All our Bible camps must be 
kept absolutely Bible-centred, Christ- 
centred, thoroughly Lutheran, deep-

ly spiritual, and welLbalanced if they 
are to be a spiritual force in our 
Church. There must be much prayer 
for guidance that every camp may be 
truly a Bible Camp. 

(2) Camp deans and committees 
must pay very close attention to disci- 
pline and supervision. Every camp 
committee is urged to use the coun- 
selor system. 

(3) Recognizing the great contri- 
bution that each pastor makes to the 
life at camp, it is urged that every 
local pastor accompany his own young 
people to Bible camp. 

(4) A well organized and care- 
fully planned recreational pimgram is 
an essential part of a successful Bible 
camp. More attention and careful 
study and preparation should be given 
to the promotion of this program und-

er a competent director, with a special 
effort to have all campers participate. 
The “fun” program must never over- 
balance the genuine spiritual tone and 
atmosphere of the camp, however. 

(5) Suggestions for the operation 
of a spiritually well-balanced Bible 
camp are outlined in the new Bible 
camp manual entitled, “With Christ 
at Bible Camp.” Every Bible camp of- 
ficer and worker is urged to study this 
manual, which is now available from 
the Luther League Office. 

(6) Every Bible camp is urged to 
emphasize the Pocket Testament 
League and give campers the oppor- 
tunity through personal contact to 
join this large family of daily Bible 
readers. 

(7) Recognizing the great need of 
full-time workers in our church at 
home and abroad, all our Bible camps 
are urged to face our young people 
with the call to full-time service for 
Christ and His Church. 

It is an inspiration to know that so 
many thousands of young pepole in 
our Church were reached in one camp 
season. Personal faith in Christ was 
revived and strengthened; hearts 
were consecrated to His service. Many 
felt the call to full-time service in the 
ministry and on the mission field. 
New enthusiasm for the Lord’s work 
has since been evident in local con- 
gregations. Eternity alone will reveal 
the full fruit from this Bible study 
movement in our church. May God 
continue to use our Bible camps 
mightily “to hold and win our young 
people for Christ.”

Frykt Gud! 

«JSøndag etter Paaske, Lukas 12:4-12 

Kristendommens historie er i alle 
tider full av martyrfortellinger som 
lyder fjernt og fremmed for oss hu¬ 
mane, pene og pyntelige mennesker 
for hvem religionsfrihet er blitt like¬ 
la selvfølgelig som vaar dagsavis; 
men de hører likevel til den virke¬ 
lighet som solen fremdeles skinner 
paa. Vi kan jo bare tenke paa hva 
*°m har gaatt for seg de siste aar i 
Europa. Og hva skjer ikke fremdeles 
i de land som Stalin har mørkelagt 
idag? Selv her paa berget hos oss 
foregaar det oftere enn vi tror, en 
«tille, energisk kamp mellom de men¬ 
nesker som vil leve sitt liv i gudsfrykt, 
og de som ikke for sitt liv vil taale 
kristendommen. Det gjelder ikke bare 
det aa spottes for sin kristne over- 
bevisnings skyld. Den kristne over¬ 
bevisning krever aa bli omsatt i prak¬ 
sis, og hvor den det gjør, i bestemte 
ralg og avgjørelser i det daglige liv, 
der blir det ikke bare strid om mening¬ 
er, men ogsaa smertelige praktiske 
sammenstøt og konflikter, slik at Jesu 
erd stadig paanytt faar gyldighet:

Han levet i full¬ 
kommen lydighet og avhengighet av 
sin himmelske Fader. Rundt omkring 
saa han alle de selvhjulpne og selv- 
raadige. “Eders time er alltid for- 
haanden,” sa han til sine brødre.” 
Selv stod Jesus under sin Fars styre. 
For oss av naturen gudfjerne men¬ 
nesker, bange for Gud, var han nesten 
uforstaaelig redd for aa ta sin lag¬ 
nad i sin egen haand. (Man is man 
and master of his fate, sier vi arme 
mennesker saa stolt). Vi husker Jesu 
tilsynelatende haarde ord til sin mor 
i brylluppet i Kana, og til Peter som 
ba ham aa spare seg selv. Derfor sier 
forfatteren av Hebræerbrevet om 
Jesus at “ . . . saaledes lærte han,

Vj skal ligne Kristus i hans guds¬ 
frykt. Var han i fare, hvor mye større 
er ikke faren for hver kristen!

•anseløs natur som gjør oss til for- 
•kremte saueflokker under evneløs 
menneskeledelse.

Prediken som dreper, kan være— 
og er ofte—ortodoks, dogmatisk, 
ufeilbar ortodoks. Vi elsker ortodoks- 
si. Den er god. Den er best. Det er den 
renskaarne Guds ords lære, asndhet- 
ens seierstegn i dens kamp mot vild- 
farelsen, demningene som troen har 
reist mot de ødeleggende flodbølger 
av ærlig eller frekk vantro og tvil. 
Men ortodoksi, klar og haard som 
krystal, vaaken og kjempende, be¬ 
høver dog ikke være noe andet end 
bare bokstav—velformet og lærd, 
bokstavén som slaar ihjel. Intet er saa 
dødt som død ortodoksi—altfor død 
til at forske, altfor død til at tenke— 
til studium og bøn. 

Prediken som dreper, kan nok 
være i besiddelse av indsikt og klare 
begrep, av lærdom og kritisk sans og 
kjende alle grammatikkens minste 
detaljer og ogsaa være i stand til at 
drive formen op til det rent mønster- 
gyldige som en Plato eller en Cicero. 
Den kan studere teksten som en jurist 
studerer sine tekstbøker forat formu¬ 
lere sin mening eller forsvare sin sak, 
og dog være som kulden—den dre¬ 
pende kulde. Bokstavpredikener kan 
være veltalende, prydet med poesi og 
retorik, tilsat litt bøn, krydet med en 
del sensasjon og belyst ved tanke- 
klarhet og tross alt dette bare være 
den solide eller praktfulde ramme, de 
sjeldne og vakre blomster som dekker 
likkisten. Prediken som dreper, kan 
være uten noen lærdom og uten noe 
preg av tanke og følelse, smakløs og 
almindelig i sin form, sjusket, berørt 
hverken av lønkammer eller studium, 
ikke prydet hverken av tanker, form 
eller bøn. Hvor fuldstendig ødeleg¬ 
gende virker ikke en slik prediken! 
Hvilken forferdelig aandelig død. 

Denne bokstavprediken behandler 
bare tingenes overflate og skygge, 
men ikke tingene selv. Den trenger 
ikke ind til det indre. Den har ingen 
indsikt i og intet begrep om det 
skjulte liv i Guds ord. Den er sand 
hvad overflaten angaar, men overfla¬ 
ten er det hylster som vi maa trenge 
os igjennem for at naa kjernen. Bok¬ 
staven kan bli utstyrt slik at den virk¬ 
er tiltalende og fin, men tiltrekning¬ 
en blir ikke til Gud, og det er ikke 
himmelen som paa denne maate blir 
mer tiltalende. Feilen ligger hos pred¬ 
ikanten. Gud har ikke dannet ham. 
Han har aldrig vært i Guds hænder 
som leret i pottemakerens hænder. 
Han har vært optat med predikenen, 
dens tanker og utformning fremfør¬ 
else og virkningsfuldhet. Men dyb¬ 
dene i Gud er aldrig blit ransaket, 
gransket, forstaat og oplevd av ham. 
Han har aldrig staat foran den trone 
som er “høi og ophøiet,” har aldrig 
hørt serafenes sang, aldrig seet eller 
følt sig gjennembevet av den gud¬ 
dommelige hellighet og ropt ut i 
følelse av at være fortapt og fortvilet, 
i følelsen av sin svakhet og sin brøde, 
og der faat sit liv fornyet, sit hjerte 
berørt, renset og opglødet av ilden fra 
Guds alter.

Menigheten har faat prydelse, men 
ikke opbyggelse, den er blit behaget, 
men ikke helliggjort. Livet er blit un¬ 
dertrykt. Det er en kold strøm i som- 
merluften, jorden er blit forbrendt. 
Guds stad er blit dødens stad, men¬ 
igheten er blit en kirkegaard isted¬ 
enfor en bevebnet armee. Lovpris¬ 
ning og bøn er stilnet av, tilbedelsen 
er død hen. Predikanten og hans 
prediken har fremmet synd, ikke hel¬ 
lighet, har befolket helvede, ikke him¬ 
melen. 

Prediken som dreper, er prediken 
uten bøn. Uten bøn skaper predikan¬

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ten død og ikke liv. Den predikant 
som er svak i bøn, er svak naar det 
gjelder de livgivende krefter. Den 
predikant som har slappet av i bøn 
som det viktigste og mest fremher¬ 
skende trek i sin karakter, har berø¬ 
vet sin prediken dens livgivende kraft. 
Formel og vanemessig bøn er jo 
fremdeles, men en saadan bøn vil bare 
hjelpe predikanten i hans dødbring¬ 
ende arbeid. Formel bøn virker drep¬ 
ende baade paa predikant og paa 
prediken. Meget av den mangelfulde 
hengivelse og uærbødige form i for- 
samlingsbønnen har sin grund i den 
daarlige, vannemessige bøn paa pred- 
ikestolen. Lange, flakkende, tørre og 
tomme er bønnene fra mange taler¬ 
stoler. Uten salvelse og uten hjerte 
falder de som drepende kulde over al 
virkelig tilbedelse. De er dødbring¬ 
ende bønner. Ethvert spor av hen¬ 
givelse er gaat til grunde under deres 
aande. Jo dødere de er, desto lenger 
blir de. Det er behov for kort bøn, 
levende bøn, virkelig hjertebøn, bøn 
i den Hellige Aand—direkte, alvorlig, 
enkel, salvet. En skole der predikan¬ 
tene kunde lære at be, slik som Gud 
ønsker at bønnen skal være, vilde 
være mere gagnlig for virkelig from¬ 
het og sand gudsdyrkelse og ret for¬ 
kyndelse end alle teologiske skoler. 

Stans! Se! Tenk! Hvor er vi? Hvad 
gjør vi? Prediker vi død, ber vi saa 
døden blir følger! Bøn til Gud!—ver¬ 
dens Skaper, alle menneskers dom¬ 
mer! Hvilken ærefrykt! Hvor uken- 
stlet! Hvor opriktig! Hvilken sandhet 
i hjertets inderste den krever! Hvor 
sande vi maa være! Hvor modige! 
Bøn til Gud er den edleste gjerning, 
et menneskes høieste bestrebelse, det 
mest virkelige av alt! Skal vi ikke for 
al tid forkaste den prediken som dre¬ 
per, den bøn som dreper, og begynde 
paa denne virkelige, mektige ting— 
bøn; livgivende prediken setter de 
veldigste krefter i virksomhet i him¬ 
mel og paa jord, og henter sin hjelp 
fra Guds uuttømmelige og aapne 
skatkammer, til menneskenes nød og 
fattigdom.
